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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: In response to Applicant's argument that there 
is no suggestion to combine the references, the Examiner recognizes that references cannot be arbitrarily combined and that there must 
be some reason why one skilled in the art would be motivated to make the proposed combination of references. In re Nomiya, 184 
USPQ 607 {CCPA 1975). However, there is no requirement that a motivation to make the modification be expressly articulated. The test 
for combining references is not what individual references themselves suggest but rather what the combination of disclosures taken as a 
whole would suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art. In re Keller, 648 F.2d 413, 208 USPQ 871 (CCPA 1981); In re Sernaker, 702 F.2d

Applicant claims that the prior art fails to teach the automatic switch over between classification and the learning mode. The term 
'learning mode' is never mentioned in the amended claims. This area was talked about in the after final telephone interview about 
possible additions to the application but was agreed to that this area was not in the original or amended claims. 

Alma teaches routing decision between manual or automatic routing. (Alam, C5:59 through C6:10 & CI 0:26-34) The decision between 
the two is based on a threshold. (Alma, C1 0:1-25) Another location for this information is (Alma, C10:26-40; 'Manual' and 'automatic' of 
applicant is equivalent to 'operator' and 'auto' of Alma.). 
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
